Exports  to  Iceland. — Agreement  has  been 
reached  between  the  United  States  and 
British  Governments  under  which  the 
general  responsibility  for  meeting  Icelandic 
requirements  lies  with  the  U.S.A.  Certain 
classes  of  goods,  however,  will  continue  to 
be  supplied  from  the  United  Kingdom  in 
limited  quantities,  supply  and  other  con- 
siderations permitting.  Among  these  are 
chemicals  (sodium  bicarbonate,  calcium 
chloride,  caustic  soda,  coal  tar  (refined), 
salt,  sheep  dip,  washing  soda);  charcoal;

factures ;  and '  spirits.  Applications  for 
licences  to  export  some  of  these  items  will 
be  considered  only  on  the  basis  of  recom- 
mendations received  from  H.M.  Consul- 
General  at  Reykjavik.

Dangerous  Drugs  Authority  Restored. — 

The  Home  Secretary  has  suspended  until 
further  order  operation  of  a  Notice  pub- 
lished in  the  London  and  Edinburgh 
"Gazettes"  on  January  12,  1937,  with- 
drawing from  Andrew  Thornton  his  authori- 
ties under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regula- 
tions. The  effect  of  the  suspension  is  to 
restore  his  authorities  to  him. 

Standard     Haemoglobinometers.  —  The 

British  Standards  Institution,  28  Victoria 
Street,  London,  S.W.i,  has  issued  a  speci- 
fication (No.  1079)  for  haemoglobinometers 
(Haldane  type).  Existing  colour  tubes  and 
graduated  tubes  are  now  being  accepted  for 
examination  for  conformity  with  the  specifi- 
cation by  the  National  Physical  Laboratory, 
Teddington,  Middlesex. 

Vitamin    Distribution    in    Liverpool. — 

Liverpool  Food  Control  Committee,  in  its 
most  recent  quarterly  report,  states  that 
"Unfortunately,  difficulties  of  wholesale 
distribution  caused  disappointment  to 
^  many  applicants  for  orange  juice  and  cod 
liver  oil,  but  supplies  are  now  becoming 
available.  It  is  regretted  that  full  advan- 
tage is  not  being  taken  of  the  facilities 
available  to  secure  the  supplies  of  cod 
liver  oil." 

Statutory     Committee     Inquiries. — The

AMERICAN  NOTES 

Pyrethrum  a  Favoured  Import.— Pyre- 
thrum  flowers  have  been  added  to  the  U.S. 
list  of  imports  controlled  as  "products  of 
a  critical  nature,"  and  given  preference  in 
allocation  of  shipping  space. 

Vitamin  Sale  by  Chemists  Only. — Follow- 
ing a  recent  court  decision  in  California,  the 
California  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  issued  a 
statement  that  only  licensed  pharmacists 
may  legally  sell,  in  California,  vitamins 
listed  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia. 

Safety  Razor  Restriction.^ — An  Order 
issued  recently  by  the  Federal  War  Pro- 
duction Board  restricts  the  manufacture 
of  razor  blades  to  the  requirements  of  Army, 
Navy,  Government  and  Lease-Lend.  Razor- 
blade  production  for  civilian  use  was  already 
cut  to  21  per  cent,  of  the  total  1940 
production. 

Author  Urges  Recognition  for  Army 
Pharmacists. — Damon  Runyon,  an  Ameri- 
can writer  whose  works  became  familiar  to 
many  British  readers  through  appearing 
in  a  London  newspaper  a  few  years  ago, 
has  made  an  appeal  for  recognition  of  the 
status  of  pharmacists  in  the  United  States 
Army  in  a  column  which  is  syndicated  to 
a  chain  of  publications  in  the  United  States. 

Cosmetic  Limitation  Abandoned. — Com- 
plete revocation  of  all  limitations  on  the 
production  and  distribution  of  toiletries 
and  cosmetics  has  been  brought  about  by 
an  Order  issued  by  the  War  Production 
Board  of  the  United  States.  The  industry 
is  still  subject  to  all  Limitation  Orders  that 
have  been  issued  on  the  use  of  specific 
ingredients  such  as  alcohol,  lanolin,  and 
various  chemicals  and  oils,  and  on  the 
use  of  materials  that  go  to  the  production 
of  containers  and  closures.  But  no  limita- 
tion remains  upon  manufactured  productions 
and  distribution. 

Foundation  for  Pharmaceutical  Educa- 
tion.— An  American  Foundation  for  Phar- 
maceutical Education  has  been  incorporated 
in  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  profession  of  pharmacy.  Dr.  Ernest 
Little  (dean  of  the  Rutgers  College  of 
Pharmacy,  Newark,  New  Jersey)  is  presi- 
dent, and  the  secretary  is  Dr.  E.  L.  New- 
comb  (National  Wholesale  Druggists' 
Association).  The  Foundation  has  for  its 
purpose  the  supplying  of  well-trained 
graduates  for  retail  pharmacies  throughout 
the  country,  and  the  providing  to  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers.  Government  agen- 
cies, hospitals,  and  colleges  of  scientifically 
trained  personnel. 
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Dispensed  Proprietaries  in  Australia 

The  dispensing  in  Australia  of  "ethical 
proprietaries"  has  lately  been  put  on  a  firm 
basis  (p.  66).  Incidentally,  as  you  remark, 
the  scheme  gives  a  lead  to  chemists  in  this 
country ;  and  its  clear-cut  outlines  merit 
examination.  Graduation  of  profit  according 
to  a  simple  scale  of  prices  is  a  well-recognised 
principle — is,  in  fact,  an  application  of  the 
"reduction  on  taking  a  quantity"  idea. 
The  making  of  a  charge  for  containers, 
when  supplied,  is  wise :  we  have  learned 
of  late,  if  we  never  knew  it  before,  that  their 
cost  is  by  no  means  negligible.  Similarly, 
addition  of  "a  prescription-recording  fee" 
to  a  bill  is  fully  justified ;  if  I  am  not 
mistaken,  book-keeping  is,  in  these  days  of 
card-indexes,  filing  systems  and  the  like,  a 
more  considerable  item  in  overhead  expenses 
than  it  was  when  bound  volumes  were  the 
rule  for  records.  The  only  detail  I  venture 
to  note  with  a  reservation  is  the  adjustment 
of  small  sums  to  the  nearest  halfpenny.  I 
am  not  enamoured  of  this  coin,  and  bankers 
appear  to  manage  comfortably  without  it. 
The  definition  of  "ethical  proprietaries" 
adopted  in  Australia  has  its  humorous 
aspect :  they  are  described  as  products 
which  have  "reached  a  stage  in  sales 
volume  where  the  doctors'  backing  is  no 
longer  required,  and  consequently  open  sale 
is  preferred  by  the  manufacturer."  On  the 
face  of  it,  there  is  a  suggestion  of  kicking 
away  the  ladder  by  which  one  has  climbed  ; 
but  if  all  parties  to  the  arrangement  are 
satisfied,  one  can  only  accept  the  fact. 

Election  Postponement  Proposal 

The  news  that  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  has  again  decided  to 
apply  to  the  Privy  Council  for  leave  to 
postpone  a  Council  election  to  an  unspecified 
date  (p.  58)  raises  an  important  question. 
In  this  section,  two  years  ago,  reasons  that 
I  regarded  as  sufficient  to  justify  the 
suspension  of  the  election  for  that  year  were 
set  forth ;  last  year  you  discussed  the  same 
subject  so  conclusively  in  an  editorial 
article  (April  18,  p.  442),  reinforcing  and 
supplementing  previous  considerations,  that 
further  comment  would  have  been  super- 
fluous. But  a  proposal  to  suspend  the 
election  for  a  third  successive  year  raises  a 
serious  doubt  of  its  wisdom.  The  Council 
election  in  1940  resulted,  as  was  pointed  out 
at  the  time,  in  an  unsatisfactory  poll ;  and 
even  if  the  case  had  been  otherwise,  the 
main  point  is  that  by  next  May  all  the 


elected  members  of  that  Council  wo 
normally  have  submitted  themselves  ag 
to  the  scrutiny  of  the  electorate.  Furtl 
it  has  to  be  remembered  that  peace  or 
armistice  may  arrive  before  another  y 
has  passed.  It  may  be  conceded  tha 
certain  amount  of  "fresh  blood"  has  b 
introduced  into  the  Council  since  1940 
co-option ;  but  there  has  not,  in  my  vi- 
been  enough  of  it  to  maintain  the  aver; 
rate  of  change  arising  in  annual  conte:

Old  Bailey,  London,  recently,  Herbert 
Shepley  Watson,  M.P.S.,  Haverstock  Hill, 
Hampstead,  N.W.3,  was  sentenced  to  three 
years'  penal  servitude  for  using  instruments 
on  women  to  procure  abortion. — In  the 
same  Court,  on  the  same  day,  James  Symon, 
described  as  a  chemist,  who  had  been 
committed  from  the  Thames  Court,  was 
charged  with  the  murder  of  a  Polish  woman, 
Rosa  Zarnowiecka.  To  this  he  pleaded 
not  guilty,  but  he  pleaded  guilty  to  man- 
slaughter and  admitted  the  use  of  an 
nstrument.

hich  Franklin,  who  was  not  registered, 
id  carried  out  a  process.  Marks  was 
dered  to  pay  a  further  fine  of  £5  for 
ceiving  as  a  selling  agent  perfume  which 
id  not  been  manufactured  by  a  registered 
Tson.  Franklin  was  fined  £10  for  aiding 
id  abetting  him  and  a  further  £5  for 
pplying  the  perfume  other  than  by  retail 
the  premises  at  which  a  process  in  the 
mufacture  of  the  controlled  goods  was 
rried  out.  Both  had  pleaded  guilty, 
r.  Wilfred  Button,  counsel  for  the  Board 
Trade,  said  that  in  October  last  informa- 
•n  was  received  by  the  authorities  that 
mt  was  being  sold  to  girls  in  an  aircraft 
itory'  at    2s.    a   bottle,    and  inquiries 
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revealed  that  Marks,  who  was  employed  in 
the  factory,  was  the  source  of  supply. 
Franklin  had  said  he  earned  his  living  by 
selling  perfume  in  market  places,  and  he 
was  also  employed.  He  had  been  allowing 
Marks,  on  an  average,  three  dozen  bottles 
of  perfume  at  2s.  each  a  week,  which  he 
thought  he  had  been  selling  at  his  place 
of  employment.  He  did  not  keep  any 
records  of  the  business  he  did.  He  made 
the  perfume  himself  from  essences  and  did 
not  keep  any  record  of  the  quantities  sold. 
He  could  only  produce  the  invoices  for  the 
essences.  For  the  defence,  it  was  stated 
that  had  Franklin  sold  the  perfume  to 
Marks  at  2s.  a  bottle  at  his  own  premises 
no  offence  would  have  been  committed. 
He  was  entitled  to  sell  it  as  a  retailer  at  his 
premises  to  persons  buying  at  those  pre- 
mises goods  to  the  extent  of  ^41  13s.  6d. 
a  month.  Franklin  had  been  a  manufac- 
turer of  perfume  for  twenty  years  and 
before  the  war  it  was  his  practice  to  sell 
scent  in  the  market  places  and  in  large 
stores. 

No  Invoices  for  Price-controlled  Goods. — 

Jack  Levine,  Cecilia  Road,  Dalston,  Lon- 
don, N.,  was  fined,  at  the  Marylebone  Police 
Couirt,  on  January  13,  a  total  of  £jo  on 
summonses  for  failing  to  demand  invoices 
from  a  seller  of  rouge  in  accordance  with 
the  Price  Controlled  Goods  (Invoices) 
Order,  1941,  failing  to  notify  the  local  Price 
Regulation  Committee  that  the  seller  had 
failed  to  furnish  invoices,  failing  to  keep  a 
record  of  a  person  supplying  him  with 
rouge  and  the  value  of  the  goods  supplied, 
and  failing  to  furnish  an  invoice  to  a  buyer. 
It  was  alleged  that  defendant  bought  at 
30s.  a  gross,  or  2^d.  each,  and  sold  at  ^33 
for  10  gross,  or  5|-d.  each.  Five  other 
summonses  against  Levine  for  aiding  and 
abetting  Bertram  Cecil  Fisher,  Bletchley, 
Bucks,  who  had  already  been  dealt  with, 
in  making  use  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  Order,  1941,  of 
invoices  which  were  false  in  a  material 
particular,  were  withdrawn. 

Purchase  Tax  Understated. — Alleged  to 
have  understated  by  about  ^3,000  the 
amount  of  purchase  tax  due  from  them  for 
cosmetics  supplied  by  other  firms  on  their 
quota,  Mumford  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists  and 
manufacturers  of  toilet  preparations,  Vic- 
toria Terrace,  Hove,  were  at  the  Marylebone, 
London,  Police  Court,  recently,  fined  £750 
on  summonses  for  recklessly  making  state- 
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ments  which  were  false  in  a  material 
-particular.  Henry  Attwood  Mumford,  236 
Baker  Street,  London,  W.,  a  director  of 
the  company,  was  fined  ;^300  on  the  same 
summonses.  Mr.  P.  C.  R.  Noble,  prosecut- 
ing for  the  Customs  and  Excise,  said  that 
Messrs.  Mumford's  turnover  for  nine  months 
between  October  1940  and  June  1941,  the 
material  period,  was  about  ;^ioo,ooo  and 
the  purchase  tax  about  ^30,000.  A  sum  of 
about  ;^3,ooo  by  which  the  tax  was  under- 
stated had  since  been  paid.  The  under- 
statements, he  continued,  were  made  on 
returns  of  purchase  tax.  Defendants  had 
not  kept  full  and  true  accounts  of  the 
purchase  of  chargeable  goods.  In  1940 
cosmetics  were  in  somewhat  short  supply, 
and  there  was  considerable  business  avail- 
able for  those  who  had  a  quota  to  spare 
under  the  Limitation  of  Supplies.  Defend- 
ants neither  handled  nor  saw  the  goods, 
which  were  supplied  by  other  companies  on

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HORTICULTURE  FOR  THE  RETAIL 
CHEMIST

II. — Fertilisers 

The  purpose  of  this  and  the  succeeding 
article  is  to  give  a  brief  description  of  the 
chemicals  used  as  raw  materials  in  fertilisers. 
They  differ  in  the  main  from  those  usually 
handled  by  the  retail  chemist  in  that,  for 
medicinal  purposes,  chemicals  of  a  high 
degree  of  purity  are  required  whereas,  for 
agricultural  purposes,  such  purity  is  not 
necessary ;  indeed  the  cost  would  render 
their  use  prohibitive.  For  fertilisers,  large 
quantities  of  cheap  raw  materials  are 
required,  and  thus  use  is  made  of  many 
waste  materials  of  animal  and  vegetable 
origin  supplemented  with  substances  that 
can  be  obtained  cheaply  in  large  quantities 
by  simple  chemical  processes.  Whilst  in 
the  main  it  may  be  said  that  the  elements 
required  in  large  amounts  by  plants  are 
nitrogen,  phosphorus,  potassium  and  cal- 
cium in  an  assimilable  form,  attention  in 
recent  years  has  been  directed  towards 
plant  requirements  of  "trace"  elements, 
and  some  brief  description  of  these  is  made 
after  the  main  ones  have  been  dealt  with. 

Raw  Materials 

The  various  raw  materials  which  are 
commonly  used  for  making  compounded 
fertilisers  fall  into  four  main  types,  which 
will  be  dealt  with  separately : — 

(a)  Those  used  almost  entirely  for  their 
phosphate  content. 

(b)  Those  used  entirely  as  a  source  of 
nitrogen. 

{c)  Those  used  as  a  source  of  both  nitro- 
gen and  phosphate. 

{d)  Sources  of  potash. 

The  first  group  consists  of  rock  phosphate, 
and  superphosphate — the  latter  being  de- 
rived, from  the  former  by  treatment  with 
sulphuric  acid — and  a  third  member,  basic 
slag.  The  native  phosphates  are  not 
extensively  used  as  fertilisers  without 
treatment,  and  by  far  the  most  profitable 
way  of  making  use  of  native  deposits  is  to 
convert  them  into  superphosphate.  The 
reaction  taking  place  cannot  be  repre- 
sented by  a  single  chemical  equation,  as 
under  manufacturing  conditions  there  are 
at  least  two  distinct  stages,  the  second 
of  which  is  reversible  and  does  not  proceed 
to  completion.  In  the  final  product,  there- 


fore, although  the  phosphoric  acid  is  f 
principally  as  monocalcium  phos 
CaH4(P04)2,  there  are  always  p 
small  proportions  of  both  free  phos 
acid  and  residual  tricalcium  phos 
Ca3(P04)2.

Nitrochalk  Introduced 

Further  sources  of  inorganic  nitrogen  are 
to  be  found  in  calcium  and  ammonium 
nitrates,  neither  of  which,  however,  is  used 
in  this  country  to  any  great  extent  in  a 
pure  form.  Fertiliser  grade  of  calcium 
nitrate  contains  15-5  per  cent,  of  nitrogen, 
of  which  14-5  per  cent,  is  derived  from  the 
calcium  salt  and  the  remainder  from  the 
ammonium  nitrate  with  which  it  is  mixed 
to  overcome  its  deliquescent  nature.  The 
product  is  chiefly  used  in  continental  coun- 
tries, and  only  relatively  small  amounts  are 
used  in  agriculture  in  this  country.  Ammo- 
nium nitrate  would  be  a  very  valuable  and 
cheap  source  of  nitrogen,  containing  as  it 
does  35  per  cent,  of  nitrogen,  half  of  it 
derived  from  its  ammonia  and  the  other 
half  from  its  nitrate  ion,  were  it  not  for 
two  serious  disadvantages  :  one  its  tendency 
to  deliquesce  and  set  into  a  concrete-like 
mass,  and  the  second  its  liability  to  explode.  ' 
Many  readers  will  recall  the  explosion 
which  occurred  in  1921  at  the  Badische 
Aniline  Works  at  Oppau,  when  700  people 
were  killed.  To  overcome  this  disadvan- 
tage, ammonium  nitrate  in  this  country 
is  marketed  as  a  fertiliser  in  the  form  of 
"nitrochalk,"  which  is  a  mixture  of  approx- 
imately equal  parts  of  ammonium  nitrate 
and  calcium  carbonate,  and  contains  15-9 
per  cent,  nitrogen  and  the  equivalent  of 
29  per  cent.  CaO,  the  latter  being  of  value 
in  preventing  acidification  of  the  soil  by  the 
ammonium  salt.  Before  the  war,  there 
was  available  in  this  country  another 
synthetic  fertiliser  (calcium  cyanamide, 
manufactured  in  Norway)  whose  nitrogen 
was  atmospheric  in  origin.  The  commer- 
cial product,  in  the  form  of  a  fine  powder, 
contains  about  60  per  cent,  of  actual 
calcium  cyanamide,  25  per  cent,  of  free 
calcium  oxide,  and  12  per  cent,  calcium 
carbonate.  Its  action  as  a  fertiliser  depends 
upon  the  fact  that,  in  contact  with  water, 
it  forms  calcium  hydroxide  and  ammonium 
carbonate,  urea  and  ammonium  carbamate 
being  intermediate  products.  In  addition  to 
cyanamide,  a  polymerised  product,  di- 
cyanamide,  is  liable  to  be  present  in  small 
quantities.  Calcium  cyanamide,  besides 
being  used  for  direct  application  to  the 
land,  forms  the  basis  of  a  number  of 
composting  materials  but,  since  the  German, 
occupation  of  Norway,  no  supplies  have 
been  available  in  this  country  for  agri- 
cultural purposes. 

Waste  Sources  of  Nitrogen 

There  are  a  few  nitrogenous  waste  sub- 
stances which  are  used  solely  as  a  source 
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of  nitrogen ;  the  principal  amongst  these 
are  dried  blood,  hoof  and  horn  meals, 
hair  and  feathers,  shoddy  and  ground 
leather.  Dried  blood,  which  has  attained 
great  popularity  in  late  years  with  the 
amateur  gardener,  is  produced  in  small 
quantities  in  a  number  of  abattoirs  in  this 
country ,-but  the  bulk  of  supplies  comes  from 
the  slaughterhouses  of  America.  Good 
samples  contain  12  to  14  per  cent,  of  ni- 
trogen and  should  be  a  ruddy-brown  colour. 
Badly  prepared  dried  blood  contains  charred 
material  in  which  the  nitrogen  is  less  readily 
available.  Obviously,  considerable  care 
should  be  exercised  in  storing  and  packing 
dried  blood,  as  the  access  of  water  causes 
loss  of  ammonia  and  the  production  of  heat 
and  off^sive  odours.  Dried  blood  acts 
more  slowly  than  nitrogen  applied  as 
amriionium  salts  or  nitrates,  and  it  provides 
a  slow,  steady  supply^  of  food  material 
'during  the  growing  season.  In  addition  to 
the  ordinary  variety  a  dearer  kind  is  sold 
under  the  title  "soluble  dried  blood," 
consisting  only  of  the  water-soluble  portion, 
but  it  is  doubtful  whether  this,  although 
more  readily  soluble  in  water,  possesses 
any  greater  manurial  value  than  ordinary 
dried  blood.  Hoof  and  horn  meals  are  also 
nitrogenous  waste  products  from  slaughter- 
houses, containing  on  the  average  12  per 
cent,  of  available  nitrogen,  but  they  are  apt 
to  contain  large  pieces  which  decompose 
only  slowly  in  the  soil.  Hair,  feathers,  and 
shoddy,  the  latter  being  waste  from  the 
woollen  industry,  and  containing  oil,  etc., 
are  available  for  the  farmer  as  direct- 
application  fertilisers  but,  owing  to  their 
variable  natures,  are  not  suitable  ingre- 
dients for  the  compounded  fertilisers  which 
the  retail  chemist  can  manufacture.  The 
same  remarks  apply  to  town  refuse,  which 
is  prepared  by  some  public  authorities  for 
sale  to  the  farmer.  The  ground  waste  from 
the  leather  industry  contains  from  8  to  12 
per  cent,  of  nitrogen,  and  may  be  used  in 
compounded  fertilisers,  but  should  not  be 
relied  upon  as  the  sole  source  of  organic 
nitrogen. 

Phosphate-Nitrogenous  Manures 

There  is  no  sharp  dividing  line  between 
the  phosphate-nitrogenous  group  and  the 
materials  dealt  with  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, as  many  of  the  meat  and  fish  meals 
contain  but  little  phosphorus  and  are  used 
almost  entirely  as  a  source  of  organic 
nitrogen.  Meat  meals  contain  about  12 
per  cent,  of  nitrogen,  but  a  variable  quan- 
tity of  bones  may  be  included  so  that  the 
nitrogen  may  vary  from  4  to  12  per  cent.

Jusi 
native  rock  phosphate  is  treated  ■ 
sulphuric  acid  to  produce  superphospt 
the  phosphoric  acid  in  bones  may  be 
dered  more  soluble  ;  the  bones  then  bee 
known  as  dissolved  or  vitriolised  be 
Obviously,  both  the  phosphoric  and 
nitrogenous  ingredients  of  such  tre 
bones  are  present  in  varying  degree 
solubility  and  availability.

The 
ment  pointed  out  that  many  of  the 
:iation's  retail  members  had  to  order 


specially  drugs  or  medicines  that  were  urgent- 
ly required.  The  medicine  might  be  a  single 
package  of  a  few  shillings'  value.  It  might 
have  to  be  sent  to  the  chemist  by  the 
manufacturer  or  wholesaler  by  special 
messenger,  by  passenger  train  or  even  by 
aeroplane.  In  such  circumstances  the 
delivery  charge  might  equal  or  exceed  the 
value  of  the  goods.  The  retailer  was 
required  to  pay  the  trade  price  of  the  goods, 
the  delivery  charge,  and  .purchase  tax  on 
both.  Examples  were  quoted.  The  state- 
ment emphasised  that  the  council  desired 
to  restrict  its  representations  mainly  to  the 
application  of  the  tax  on  delivery  charges 
for  medicines.  The  supply  of  such  goods 
was  an  essential  part  of  the  health  services 
of  the  nation  and  one  which,  in  the  council's 
opinion,  should  not  be  subjected  to  unreason- 
able impositions.  At  the  same  time  it  was 
considered  desirable  to  mention  the  position 
of  traders  whose  purchases  of  goods  subject' 
to  the  higher  (two-thirds)  rate  were  notice- 
ably reduced  by  the  quota  restrictions 
imposed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  :  most 
retailers  were  now  able  to  receive  very 
small  consignments  of  these  goods,  and  on 
these  small  parcels  might  have  to  pay  tax 
on  the  standard  wholesale  value,  plus  an 
extra  carriage  charge  and  a  two-thirds  tax 
on  that  charge.  The  council  appreciated 
that  Parliamentary  action — such  as  includ- 
ing a  modifying  clause  in  the  Finance  Act — 
might  be  required,  but  stressed  that  such 
Parliamentary  or  other  action  should  be 
taken.  In  a  reply,  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  intimated  that,  having 
regard,  as  they  must,  to  the  incidence  of 
delivery  and  other  supplementary  charges 
in  relation  to  the  purchase  tax  as  a  whole, 
they  were  unable  to  support  the  proposals 
put  forward  by  the  council.  In  any  of  the 
examples  quoted  in  the  council's  statement 
they  would  be  prepared,  where  abnormal 
delivery  expenses  were  incurred,  to  consider 
applications  for  assessment  of  value  ad  hoc 
to  the  transaction  concerned. 

No  New  Wholesale  Accounts 

After  discussion  of  existing  conditions  in 
the  trade,  the  council  re-affirmed  its  pre- 
vious recommendation  "that  manufacturers 
be  requested  not  to  open  new  wholesale 
accounts  (or  arrange  new  wholesale  cash 
transactions)  for  the  duration  of  the  war, 
unless  there  are  exceptional  and  compelling 
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reasons  for  so  doing  and  then  only  after 
consultation  with  the  Association." 

Propaganda 

The  council  referred  to  a  special  sub- 
committee a  member's  suggestion  that  all 
trade  advertisements  should,  to  meet  the 
request  that  members  of  the  manufacturers' 
section  should  always  indicate  membership 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  in  their  trade  advertising,

REGISTER  OF  RETAIL  TRADERS 


Captain  J.  A.  Duncan  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  Hugh  Dalton) 
on  January  19  whether  he  could  make 
a  statement  regarding  the  completion  of 
the  register  of  small  traders  who  had 
been  or  might  be  forced  to  close  their 
businesses  owing  to  the  war.  Mr.  Dalton 
replied  that  plans  were  now  complete  for 
a  register  of  traders  who  had  withdrawn 
from  retail  trade  since  the  war  began  or 
might  be  forced  to  withdraw  before  the 
war  was  over.  Registration  would  be  volun- 
tary and  subject  to  the  following  conditions  : 
The  trader  must  have  closed  a  shop  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war.  He  must  have 
been  in  business  for  a  minimum  period 
before  closing.  He  must  have  dealt  in 
goods  or  services  covered  by  the  Location 
of  Retail  Businesses  Order.  A  shopkeeper 
who  had  sold  his  business  as  a  going  concern 
would  not  be  eligible  for  inclusion  in  the 
register,  but  might  apply  to  have  his  name 
entered  on  a  supplementary  list.  Applica- 
tion forms  could  be  obtained  from  local 
Chambers  of  Trade  or  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce, Citizens'  Advice  Bureau,  or  W.V.S.

does  not  exclude  traders  who  started  busi- 
ness after  the  outbreak  of  war,  since  there 
was  no  restriction  on  the  opening  of  shops 
until  January  i,  1942,  and  opening  has  been 
controlled  subsequently  by  the  Location  of 
Retail  Businesses  Order.  Registration  is 
limited  to  traders  who  have  carried  on  a 
business  in  the  goods  or  services  covered 
by  the  Order,  since  there  is  no  restriction  on 
the  opening  of  new  shops  dealing  in  other 
goods  and  services. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  trader  who  closes  a 
shop  or  shops  but  continues  to  trade  from 
other  shops  can  apply  for  registration.  But, 
it  should  be  noted,  a  trader  who  has  sold  his 
business  as  a  going  concern  will  not  be 
eligible  for  admission  to  the  Register  in 
respect  of  that  business.  His  name,  how- 
ever, will  be  recorded  on  a  supplementary 
list  if  he  satisfies  the  conditions  set  out.  The 
reason  for  this  distinction  is  that  traders 
on  the  Register  will  have  established  a 
strong  prima-facie  case  for  specially  favour- 
able treatment  when  they  apply  for  any 
licence  that  may  be  neessary  to  start  their 
former  businesses,  whereas  traders  who 
have  sold  their  businesses  as  going  concerns 
are  presumed  to  have  sold  as  an  ordinary 
commercial  transaction.  Applications  from 
such  traders  for  licences  will  be  considered 
in  the  light  of  the  trader's  circumstances  at 
the  time,  and  of  the  problem  as  a  whole. 
The  existence  of  the  list  will,  however, 
enable  traders  who  have  sold  as  going 
concerns  to  put  on  record  information  about 
their  businesses,  and  this  may  be  of  particu- 
lar importance  in  the  not  uncommon  class 
of  case  in  which,  owing  to  war  circumstances, 
there  has  been  a  forced  sale. 

Application  for  registration  will  be  by 
Form  (R.T.R.2).  Special  steps  are  being 
taken  to  advise  members  of  H.M.  Forces 
serving  at  home  and  overseas,  prisoners- 
of-war,  and  members  of  the  Merchant 
Navy,  how  to  apply.  Application  may,  in 
certain  circumstances,  be  made  by  proxy. 
Receipt  of  applications  will  be  acknowledged 
as  soon  as  possible.  It  may,  however,  be 
some  considerable  time  before  traders  are 
told  of  the  result  of  their  application,  as, 
in  view  of  the  urgent  man-power  position, 
the  staff  available  for  the  work  of  compiling 
the  Register  has  to  be  kept  down  to  the 
minimum. 
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Protein-testing  Developments 

It  is  possible  that  the  success  that  should 
theoretically  have  attended  the  application 
of  protein-testing  technique  in  diagnosing 
and  treating  allergic  conditions  has  fallen 
a  little  short  of  the  high  hopes  originally 
placed  in  it.  Undoubtedly  the  method  has 
proved  immensely  valuable  in  a  percentage 
of  cases.  One  difficulty  has  been,  of  course, 
that  the  number  of  proteins  of  which  cog- 
nisance has  to  be  taken  is  large,  and  the 
resultant  test  outfit  is  necessarily  elaborate 
and  cumbersome.  A  number  of  well- 
presented  sets  are,  of  course,  undoubtedly 
available,  and  a  few  of  them  were  illustrated 
and  described  in  an  article  in  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist,  June  4,  1938,  p.  650.  Less 
comprehensive  sets,  however,  may  omit  an 
important  protein  or  group  of  proteins. 

A  hint  is  given,  in  an  article  that  appeared 
in  the  "Lancet"  (see  opposite  page),  that 
the  solution  of  the  difficulty  and  the 
restoration  of  the  technique  to  a  high  place 
in  clinical  practice  may  reside  not  in  multi- 
plying the  test  proteins,  but  in  "producing 
a  smaller  number  of  highly  effective  extracts 
and  carrying  the  desensitisation  so  far  as 
possible."  That  this  should  be  so  is  obvi- 
ously dependent  on  whether  a  protein  in 
one  group  can  give  protection  against  a 
sensitising  agent  in  another  group.  The 
author's  conclusion  from  her  'experiments 
is  that  this  is  so.  She  finds  that  the  effect 
of  the  injections  is  not  qualitative  but 
quantitative.  There  is  no  return,  after 
treatment,  to  the  degree  of  reaction  that 
exists  among  non-allergic  subjects.  What 
takes  place  is  a  quantitative  diminution  in 
allergic  response.  Hence  it  is  possible,  by 
means  of  a  test  solution  of  suitable  strength, 
to  give  protection  against,  say,  horsehair 
with  a  preparation  of  grass-pollen.  Both 
must  have  an  equal  skin  activity.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  immunity  against  feather  is 
provided  by  a  known  dosage  of  feather- 
protein,  a  fish-protein  preparation  of  equal 
strength — as  expressed  in  units — is  ineffec- 
tive, because  in  terms  of  skin  activity 
fish-allergen  is  weak  compared  with  feather- 
allergen.  Thus,  if  the  most  potent  of  the 
allergens  are  used  as  desensitisers,  they 
may  be  employed  to  give  protection  against 
possibly  the  whole  range  of  protein  allergens.

ions  into  {a)  patients  suffering  from

ed  multisensitiveness  on  test.  The 


desensitising  injections  were  carried  out 
with  two  allergic  extracts,  e.g.,  pollen  and 
fish  or  feather  and  flour.  Extract  A  was 
injected  into  a  localised  area  on  one  side 
of  the  back,  B  into  a  symmetrical  part. 
Local  desensitisation  was  effected  by 
injecting  the  allergic  extracts  in  increasing 
doses,  additional,  units  being  given  by 
using  more  concentrated  extracts,  not  by 
increasing  the  quantity  injected.  Doses 
were  graded  so  that  the  concentrations 
increased  at  a  rate  of  25  per  cent,  with  each 
successive  injection.  By  this  means  the 
dose  was  gradually  worked  up  to  about 
100  times  the  concentration  initially  used. 
The  day  after  the  last  desensitising  injection 
each  site  was  tested  against  the  initial  dose 
of  its  corresponding  allergen.  Next  day  the 
highest  dose  was  repeated  to  make  sure 
that  the  high  level  of  local  desensitisation 
would  be  maintained.  After  another  twenty- 
four  hours  the  tests  were  crossed,  so  that 
the  areas  which  were  desensitised  by  extract 
A  were  injected  with  the  initial  dose  of  B  and 
vice  versa.  Another  maintenance  dose  was 
given  next  day.  Twenty-four  hours  later 
histamine  was  injected  into  the  treated 
areas  to  determine  whether  they  were  in  a 
state  of  mere  refractoriness  against  any 
kind  of  stimulus,  or  whether  they  still 
responded  to  a  non-allergic  irritant. 

Equal-result  and  Equal-dose  Injections 

The  patients  were  divided  into  two 
groups.  Those  in  group  i  were  treated 
with  extracts  standardised  for  skin-activity 
by  accurate  intradermal  tests.  By  such 
means  the  size  of  the  skin-reactions  of  A 
and  B  was  fairly  equal  throughout  the 
course  of  injections,  the  extracts  differing 
in  regard  to  their  concentration,  as  ex- 
pressed in  units.  The  inoculations  in  group  2 
were  carried  out  with  two  extracts  also, 
but  they  were  standardised  so  as  to  have 
equal  concentrations  as  expressed  in  units, 
and  therefore  mostly  showed  different 
degrees  of  skin  activity  in  the  individual 
patient.  Desensitisation  was  thus  attempted 
by  weak  skin-reacting  doses  of  one  allergen 
and  stronger  ones  of  the  other.  The  reading 
was  done  at  the  height  of  the  reaction, 
usually  fifteen  minutes  after  injection,  the 
area  of  reaction  being  marked  out  in  ink  and 
the  outline  thus  demarcated  transferred  to 
a  moistened  label  pressed  against  the  skin. 

The  experiments  showed  that  repeated 
injections  of  an  allergen  into  the  same  site 
of  a  sensitive  skin  invariably  produced  a 
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diminution  of  response,  if  applied  in  increas- 
ing doses.  Allergens  used  in  such  concen- 
trations that  the  skin-reactions  of  A  were 
the  same  size  as  those  of  B  produced  de- 
sensitisation  not  only  for  themselves  but 
also  for  each  other.  This  occurred  between 
allergens  of  the  same  biological  group — 
e.g.,  between  various  sorts  of  pollen — and 
between  unrelated  substances,  such  as 
pollen  and  fish,  or  feathers  and  fish.  The 
method  was  employed  with  five  different 
pairs  of  allergens,  and  the  result  was  always 
the  same.  When  the  desensitising  allergens 
differed  according  to  their  skin-activity  the 
strongly  active  allergen  could  desensitise 
for  the  weaker  one,  whereas  the  weaker 
did  not  abolish  the  reaction  to  the  stronger. 
For  example,  strongly  active  pollen  injec- 
tions desensitised  against  weak  fish-allergen, 
but  desensitisation  with  the  weak  fish- 
allergen  could  not  produce  a  negative  test 
against  stronger  pollen.  When  histamine 
in  a  suitable  dilution  was  injected  into  the 
inoculated  areas  for  the  purpose  of  testing 
for  refractoriness,  weals  as  large  as  their 
counterparts  developed.  The  sites,  though 
completely  desensitised  for  the  allergic 
tests,  still  reacted  to  histamine. 

Conclusions 

Certain  factors,  demonstrated  by  local 
desensitisation,  are  stressed  in  regard  to 
anti-allergic  treatment.  The  first  is  that 
the  decrease  in  allergic  skin  reaction  was 
only  achieved  regularly  if  increasing  and  not 
constant  doses  were  used.  Secondly,  aboli- 
tion of  the  skin  reaction  was  achieved  easily 
only  for  the  weaker  doses.  Thus  there  is  no 
qualitative  return  to  a  normal  reaction  but 
only  a  quantitative  diminution  of  the 
allergic  response  after  treatment.  The  term 
hyposensitisation  is  therefore  suggested  in 
place  of  desensitisation.  The  wide  range  of 
cross-desensitisation  suggests  further  that 
a  patient  with  a  multiple  sensitiveness  does 
not  require  a  mixed  extract ;  it  should  be 
sufficient  to  treat  him  with  a  single  allergen. 
If  the  sensitiveness  for  one  allergen  is 
stronger  than  for  the  others  the  choice  is 
easy.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  various  aller- 
gens give  positive  reactions  of  equal 
strength,  that  extract  which  is  obtainable 
in  strongest  concentrations  should  be  chosen 
so  that,  during  treatment,  the  initial  dose 
can  be  increased  ten  thousand  times  or 
more.  "It  seems  that  an  improvement  in 
desensitisation  must  not  be  expected  from 
finding  still  more  skin-reacting  allergens 
but  from  the  production  of  highly  effective 
extracts  and  by  carrying  the  desensitisation 
as  far  as  possible."  Editorial,  p.  92.

Certain  firms  who  value 
the  co-operation  of  the  .pharmacist  in  handling 
medical  products  insist  on  their  veterinary 
specialities  being  the  sole  monopoly  of  the 
veterinary  surgeon.  Our  products  can  only  be 
dispatched  direct  to  a  member  of  the  veterinary 
profession,  but  where  desired  we  willingly  agree 
that  such  goods  can  be  invoiced  through  the 
trade  channel  of  choice,  to  whom  we  allow  an 
overriding  discount. 

(5)  There  is  another  and  very  important 
angle  in  favour  of  the  manufacturer  supplying 
expensive  drugs  direct  to  the  veterinary  surgeon. 
Treatment  of  animals  of  economic  value  is  in 
its  extent  almost  entirely  governed  by  the  cost 
factor.  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  the 
practitioner  should  obtain  supplies  without 
bearing  the  cost  of  one  or  more  additional 
handling  charges,  and  that  it  is  his  responsi- 
bility to  see  that  stocks  are  maintained  to  meet 
the  emergencies  of  which  only  he  can  be  aware. 
It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  as  a  general 
rule  the  veterinary  surgeon  does  not  issue 
individual  prescriptions,  but  charges  a  fee 
which  includes  professional  advice  and  the 
cost  of  the  treatment  which  he  himself  supplies. 

(6)  We  are  not  unmindful  that  this  policy, 
as  outlined,  is  in  direct  contradistinction  to  the 
policy  controlling  the  sale  and  distribution  of 
our  medical  specialities.  In  the  case  of  the 
latter,  we  recognise  just  as  firmly  that  the 
pharmacist  should  have  complete  control 
where  the  distribution  of  ethical  pharmaceut- 
icals is  concerned.  We  are  pleased  to  be  able 
to  fell  you  that  the  firm  stand  we  have  taken* 
in  both  directions  is  appreciated  by  the  vast 
majority  of  our  pharmaceutical  friends,  who 
realise  that  our  first  and  only  intention  is  to 
formulate,  and  strictly  adhere  to,  policies  which 
are  designed  in  all  fairness,  and  from  which 
there  is  no  likelihood  of  departure.

was  produced  from  acetone  obtained  by 
the  fermentation  of  potatoes  with  an 
organism  found  in  rotting  potatoes. 

After  the  last  war  there  was  little  further 
interest  in  synthetic  rubber  until  the 
Germans  became  interested  in  it  again 
and  investigated  the  possibility  of  using 
metallic  sodium  as  a  catalyst,  and  they 
found  that  they  could  cause  dimethyl 
butadiene  to  polymerise  very  much  more 
rapidly  in  the  presence  of  metallic  sodium 
and  the  product  was  known  as  buna  rubber. 
Early  synthetic  rubbers  were  not  con- 
spicuously successful.  Their  chemical  struc- 
ture seemed  to  be  about  right,  but  they 
lacked  spring  and  were  difficult  to  vulcanise 
and  perished  much  more  rapidly  than  a 
similar  product  from  natural  rubber.  That 
led  the  Germans  to  the  discovery  that 
natural  rubber  contained,  in  addition  to 
natural  caoutchouc,  small  quantities  of  pro- 
tein materials  and  fatty  acids.  'They  then 
experimented  by  adding  some  piperidine 
to  natural  rubber  and  they  then  found  that 
it  vulcanised  in  about  a  tenth  of  the  time 
and  with  very  much  less  sulphur  than  was 
normally  required.  That  led  to  the  develop- 
ment of  practical  accelerators  of  vulcanisa- 
tion and  indirectly"  to  the  development  of 
an  ingredient  known  as  an  antioxidant 
and  it  was  found  by  adding  certain  amines 
and  phenols  that  it  was  possible  to  prevent 
rubber  perishing  so  rapidly. 

American  Experiments 

About  1924  Mr.  J.  C.  Patrick,  a  chemist 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  who  was 
investigating  an  anti-freeze  mixture  for 
radiators,  experimented  with  a  mixture  of 
ethylene  dichloride,  and  that  was  the  birth 
of  one  of  the  moet  important  of  the  "elas- 
tics" used  today.  It  was  not  a  true 
synthetic  rubber.  Thiokol  was  remarkably 
resistant  to  oil  and  petrol,  which  rubber 
would  not  resist  at  all.  In  1931  the  American 
chemical  corporation  of  Dupont  announced 
an  entirely  new  type  of  synthetic  rubber 
known  as  neoprene,  made  by  the  polymeris- 
ing compound  chloroprene.  It  showed 
great  resistance  to  oil  and  petrol  and  to 
oxidation  as  well  as  to  heat,  light  and 
ozone.  It  was  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  synthetic  rubbers  available  in  limited 
quantities  today.  The  next  development 
was  the  use  of  an  emulsion  for  polymerisa- 
tion so  that  the  period  of  polymerisation 
was  reduced  from  months  to  a  matter  of 
minutes.    And  the  process,  it  was  later 
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discovered,  could  be  further  hastened  by 
certain  catalysts  and  reduced  to  a  matter 
of  seconds.  In  the  past  few  years  another 
vital  step  forward  has  been  made  by  the 
process  of  co-polymerisation.  Buna  S,  a 
German  product  now  made  in  America, 
was  beginning  to  come  into  this  country 
as  a  general-purpose  synthetic  rubber  and 
was  made  by  the  co-polymerising  of  buta- 
diene with  a  chemical  known  as  styrene. 
It  promised  to  be  the  most  valuable  of  the 
synthetic  rubbers  now  available. 

Present-day  Production 

The  loss  of  Malaya  had  forced  the  pace 
of  "elastic"  research  and  methods  had 
been  worked  out  for  obtaining  large  quan- 
tities of  the  parent  substance,  butadiene. 
In  the  last  year  or  so,  in  America,  steps  have 
been  taken  to  extract  turpentine  from  tree 
stumps  on  a  large  scale.  It  was  possible 
from  that  to  produce  a  considerable  amount 
of  isoprene  and  by  the  use  of  some  lo  per 
cent,  of  it  with  butadiene  they  could  make 
a  synthetic  rubber-like  substance,  the 
unsaturation  of  which  they  could  control. 
By  introducing  a  little  unsaturation  they 
could  get  the  substance  to  vulcanise  and 
develop  a  rubber  which  would  stand  up  to 
a  remarkably  low  temperature  without 
going  hard.  That  was  of  great  importance 
for  aircraft  flying  at  high  altitudes.  The 
present  output  in  America  would  be  some 
80,000  tons  of  "elastic"  materials  per 
annum,  but  that  represented  approximately 
only  10  per  cent,  of  the  requirements  of 
the  U.S.A.  alone,  so  that  a  great  effort  had 
to  be  made  to  increase  output.  Russia, 
which  had  also  been  embarrassed  by  the 
lack  of  rubber,  in  1935  produced  25,000 
tons  of  synthetic  rubber.  The  production 
had  increased  to  64,100  tons  by  I939- 
Russia  and  Germany  were  the  biggest 
world  producers  and  A#ierica  was  only 
just  beginning  to  get  into  its  stride. 

Reclaimed  Rubber 

It  was  natural  to  wonder  how  the  gap 
was  to  be  bridged  between  the  time  when 
the  stock  of  raw  rubber  was  completely 
depleted  and  the  time  when  synthetic 
rubber  was  available  in  large  quantities. 
The  first  line  of  advance  was  reclaiming. 
If  one  removed  the  free  sulphur  from 
rubber  and  then  heated  it,  one  eventually 
got  reclaimed  rubber.  The  speaker  had 
recently  been  able  to  develop  a  method  of 
reclaiming  rubber  in  sixty  minutes  whereas 
the  ordinary  process  took  a  matter  of  three 
or  four  days.  Another  thing  they  could

Quinine  in  Obstetrics 

Sir, — The  new  quinine  restrictions  wliich 
came  into  force  on  January  5,  1943,  seem 
to  me  to  be  far  too  comprehensive  in  their 
appHcation,  and  may  severely  jeopardise 
the  health  of  the  nation.  I  quite  agree  that 
quinine,  its  salts  and  derivatives  should  be 
used  for  the  treatment  of  malaria,  but  there 
is  one  use,  namely,  the  obstetric  one,  which 
seems  to  have  been  overlooked  in  the 
drafting  of  the  new  restrictions.  I  have 
talked  the  matter  over  with  two  medical 
men,  and  they  both  agree  that  the  use  of 
quinine  in  the  immediate  pre-natal  period 
is  of  great  advantage.  Would  it  not  be 
possible  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  British  Medical  Association  to 
present  a  joint  memorandum  to  the  appro- 
priate authority,  and  ask  for  an  amendment 
to  be  made,  so  that  quinine  and  its  salts  (in 
limited  number)  may  be  prescribed  for 
obstetric  purposes.  For  the  guidance  of  the 
pharmacist  the  script  could  be  endorsed 
"  For  obstetric  use  only."
